electrodes-(§) at the area of pixels arranged in rows and columns, a second light- 
transmissive substrate-{4) A and electro-optical material-^ between the two 
substratesff.11 : and 

an illumination system-(8) situated on the side of the second substrate remote 
from the electro-optical material, said illumination system comprising including a n 
optical waveguide-(45} of an optically transparent materia! having an exit face (18) 
facing the display panel, 

characterized i n that w herein t he optical waveguid e comprises m e ans is 
adapted f or selectively coupling out light to the display panel for a group of rows of 
pixels or a group of columns of pixels and is prov i ded with means for coupling in light 
in a direction which is substantially parallel to the exit face. 

2. (Currently amended) A display - d e v i c e as claimed i n T he device of claim 1, 
charact e rized in that w hereinj he illumination system (8) compris es includes at least 
one backlight-(43} and an optical waveguideK+5) having at least one entrance face 

for light, while light from the backlight can be coupled in along the entrance face 
extending substantially transversely to the exit fac o (18) , and a selectively switchable 
light switch-^ is situated between the backlight and the entrance face.

(43) having an entrance face at the area of at least one end face-{4#) of the optical 
waveguide extending substantially transversely to the rows, while light from the 
backlight can be coupled in along said end face.

5. (Currently amended) A disp l ay d e v i c e as c l aim e d in T he device of claim 1, 
e hofact e r i zed - in that w herein t he illumination system compr i s es includes sub- 
segments and at least one backlight-(45) with an entrance face for light for each sub- 
segment, while light from the backlight can be coupled into the sub-segments. 

6. (Currently amended) A picture display device as claimed in claim 5, c h ar act er iz ed 
in-tfrat -wherein t he light from the backlight can be coupled in along an entrance face 
extending at an angle to the exit face, and selectively switchable light swrtchesr-(24-) 
are situated between the backlight and segments of the optical waveguide,

characteriz e d in that w herein_t he selectively switchable light switch comprisos 
includes a switchable reflective mirror. 

(Currently amended) A - d i splav d e vic e as c l aim e d in T he device of claim 1, 
characterized i n that w herein t he optical waveguide (31) compr ise s includes an 
electro-optical switching device with an electro-optical materiaK3§) between two 
substrate s (33, 3 4 ) , at least one substrate being provided with strip-shaped 
electrode s (36, 37) on the side of the electro-optical material. 

9. (Currently amended) A disp l ay d e v i c e a c claimed in T he device of claim 1, 
characterized - I n that w herein t he illumination system compr i s e s includes at least one 
backlight having an entrance face for light at the area of the optical waveguide, while 
light from the backlight can be coupled in along an entrance face extending 
substantially transversely to the exit face, and parts-^40) of the backlight are 
selectively switchable between an on-state, having a high light intensity, and an off- 
state. 

10. (Currently amended) A disp l ay d e vic e as c l a i med i n T he device of claim 9, 
charact e rized in that w herein t he backlight compris e s includes a prismatic element 
(42) at the area of the entrance face. 

11. (Currently amended) A disp l ay dcv i co as - c l aim e d in T he device of_ claim 1, 
charact e rized i n that wherein t he display device Gompri ses -includes d rive unit 
capable of moanc (0) for presenting signals to data and column electrodes for the 
purpose of writing pixels, and fef-selectively activating a part of the illumination 
system associated with the group of rows of pixels. 

12. (Currently amended) A display d e vic e a s c l a i m e d in T he device ol claim 11, 
charact o rteod in that w herein t he drive moanc introduc e unit introduces a delay 
between the presentation of the signals to the data and column electrodes and the 
selective activation of the part of the illumination system associated with the group of 
rows or pixels. 
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13. (Currently amended) An illumination system-(S> comprising an optical waveguide 
(45) of an optically transparent material having an exit face (48) , and means for 
coupling light on at least one entrance face (10) in a direction parallel to the exit face, 
charact e riz e d in that - wherein t he optical waveguide is provided with means for 
selectively coupling in light for a part of the exit face. 

14. (Currently amended) An i l luminat i on system as c l a i mod in T he system of claim 
13, oharaote fi zod i n that w herein t he illumination system comprises at least one 
backlighH*2) having an entrance face for light at the area of the optical waveguide 
f4§), while light from the backlight can be coupled in along an entrance face-fW) 
extending substantially transversely to the exit face, and a selectively switchable light 
switch-(24} is situated between the backlight-{42> and the entrance face. 

15. (Currently amended) An i l l uminatic R- s ys t e m a s cl ai m e d i n T he system of claim 
14 t charact e riz e d i n that wherein t he selectively switchable light switch comprises an 
electro-optical switching device with an electro-optical material-(2§} between two 
substrates (23, 24) which are provided with strip-shaped electrodes (26, 27) on the 
side of the electro-optical material. 

16. (Currently amended) An i l l umination syst e m as claimod i n T he system of c laim 
13, charact e r i zed in that w herein t he illumination system comprises sub-segments 
and at least one backlight-(42) with an entrance face for light for each sub-segment, 
while light from the backlight can be coupled into the sub-segments. 

17. (Currently amended) An i ll uminat i on syst e m as claim e d in T he system of claim 
16. char a cto ri zod in that w herein the iightfrom the backlight can be coupled in along 
an entrance face extending at an angle to the exit face, and selectively switchable 
light switches-(24) are situated between the backlight and segments of the optical 
waveguide.

13, cha r a ct e riz e d in that w herein t he selectively switchable light switch comprises a 
switchable reflective mirror,

13, characteriz e d in that w herein the optical waveguide comprises an electro-optical 
switching device-{34) with an electro-optical materiaK35) between two substrates 
(33, 34), at least one substrate being provided with strip-shaped electrodes (36 t 37) 
on the side of the electro-optical material. 

20. (Currently amended) An illumination system ao claimed in - T he system of d alm 
13 T Gte rf a ot e riz e d in that w herein t he illumination system comprises at least one 
backlight having an entrance face for light at the area of the optical waveguide, while 
light from the backlight can be coupled in along an entrance face extending 
substantially transversely to the exit face, and parts-(40> of the backlight are 
selectively switchable between an on-state, having a high light intensity, and an off- 
state.

22. (New) The device of claim 3, wherein the selectively switchable light switch 
includes an electro-optical switching device with an electro-optical material between 
two substrates, at least one substrate being provided wrth strip-shaped electrodes. 
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
